country of wildcat schemes of the 
get-rich-quick fakirs, and will cer¬ 
tainly result in wise legislation for the 
better control of the banking business 
of the country, and provisions for a 
more elastic circulating medium, mak¬ 
ing a reocurrence of such a panic, in 
times of great prosperity, especially, an 
impossibility. If these objects can be 
obtained the experience will be worth 
all it has cost. 


Despite the late disturbances in the 
financial world, to which Sierra Madre, 
with all the rest of the country has 
been subject to a limited extent, the 
year just coming to a close has been a 
prosperous and important one to this 
city and its people. The year has seen 
many improvements carried through to 
a successful completion, among which 
may be mentioned the fine new school 
house and the Kersting building of five 
store rooms, and perhaps 150 or more 
residences, many of them of fine archi¬ 
tectural design and costly construction. 

The year has also witnessed the in¬ 
corporation of Sierra Madre as a city of 
the sixth class, and the inauguration of 
steps to place the city high up in the 
list of desirables for those looking for 
a home location. In this connection 
the year 1907 has seen the young city 
started as a temperance community, 
a drastic anti-liquor ordinance, 
and with an expression of public senti¬ 
ment on the question which bids fair 
to keep her in the list of dry towns for 
all time* to come. There have also 
been organized the Board of Trade and 
the Woman's Club, both of which organi¬ 
zations are doing good work in the up¬ 
building of the city.
